There hae just- been completed for 
the International Coal & Coke Com-, 
pany. Limited, at Coleman, Alberta, -j 
entirely new and self-contained 
plant for the cleaning of coal by the 
Pneumatic or Dry Cleaning process. 

This process, as applied to the pre¬ 
paration of coalj - is of but recent 
origin, there being only a few plants 
. this continent and but two in Can- 
!a. Although of recent adoption, it 
foreseen by those closely following 
i development, that this process will 
be the one best suited to our cold 
climate which creates so mi 
culty in the older process of wet 
washing, wherein the wet coal after 
washing had to be stored in bins to 
| drain and dry at temperatures which 
caused it to rapidly freeze into 
solid mass. This process, therefore, 
which efficiently cleans the product 
without the attendant difficulties 
tioned above, will be eagerly adopted 
by the coal industry of Western Can¬ 
ada, and sizing the coal into grades as 
it does it must eventually broaden the 
bituminous market into the fields al¬ 
ready held almost exclusively by other 


stretched tight over a steel frame. To 
the mesh is impartetf vibrations at 
high frequency creating gentle agita¬ 
tion to the coal resulting in thorough 
separation, the vibrations at the same 
time preventing clogging of the mesh. 

After passing over and being sep¬ 
arated by the screens, the coal is led 
through chutes to the tables, the flow 
being controlled by an automatic 
feeder at the head of each table.

for the cleaning of coal. There are 
at present some four or five hundred 
of these machines in use on this con¬ 
tinent for the sorting and grading of 
such products as nuts, grains, and 
prepared cereal foods, etc. Their 
marked success in this field led 
their adoption and development for 
the preparation of coal.

The plant is fire resisting structure 
throughout, being constructed of con¬ 
crete and steel, and in design em¬ 
bodies the best principles of operation 
and maintenance possible at this stage] 
of the development of the process. 
Various designs and types of equip- 
,were closely studied for some 
considerable time before the adoption 
of the works as now -built was de*] 
cided upon, and both the owners and 
those responsible for the supplying 
and erecting of the equipment feel 
assured that they have a most ef¬ 
ficient and flexible plant. Careful con¬ 
sideration was given to the sizing of 
grades and facilities for handling and 
loading these sizes without breakage, 
insuring grades to suit all require¬ 
ments in both steam and domestic 
markets. 

The new plant was built entirely in¬ 
dependent of the existing layout, but 
in such a way that connections were 
made in a few hours to the present 
loading and mine tracks. The opera¬ 
tion is such as to be as far as pos¬ 
sible mechanical and automatic. Be¬ 
ginning at the tracks leading from the 
mines, the cars in a continuously 
coupled trip are fed through i 
volving dump by an air driven 
.each car being weighed just prior to] 
being pushed into the dumper. Tha 
after "being emptied, and still 
fastened together, pass slowly back to 
the tracks leading to the mines. The 
coal after being dumped is fed to an 
inclined belt conveyor which conveys 
it to a reciprocating screen on the | 
tipple floor, where it is separated into 
two sizes, that below three inches, 
and that larger.

be difficult to fulfill, hence the devel¬ 
opment of the air tables. 

This method as applied to the clean¬ 
ing of coal is said to have first been 
used at an Oklahoma mine, and \ 
first used in a commercial way 
Canada at Blairmore, Alberta, by the 
West Canadian, Collieries, Ltd., and 
mentioned before the plant at Cole¬ 
an is the second in this country. 

The mechanical features of the air 
table are quite simple and easily un¬ 
derstock. Air is used as a floating 
medium instead of water as in the 
older methods. The coal to be cleaned 
Is first properly sized and the quality 
of the finished product depends large¬ 
ly oh the sizing. The separation by 
this process is secured by £akihg ad¬ 
vantage of the difference in weight 
between a piece of coal and a similar 
sized piece of the refuse or rock to 
be removed. 

An ordinary blower fan is fitted to ] 
a suitable frame and connected to an 
air chest, and placed in position un¬ 
der the table. The top of the air 
chest is the deck of the table, and 
this deck is either perforated plate or 
close wire mesh, and is the separator 
proper of the machine. The deck, by 
suitable drive, is given motions that 
will propel the coal from one end 
the other in short strokes. The table 
at' the same time is sloping in the 
[direction of travel and also to one 
side. The air from the fan is forced 
through the perforations in the deck 
forming hundreds of tiny air jets at 
suitable pressures, this pressure tend¬ 
ing to float the coal. On the deck 
are a number of riffles or partitions 
higher at the intake than the dis¬ 
charge end. As the load is travelling 
the deck, and being floated by 
the air, the heavy particles tend to 
settle to the bottom and remain with¬ 
in the partitions, but the lighterj 
pieces getting to the top . 
riffles, gradually travelling sideways.

Madame Lenin Disillusioned 

Tired of Soviets Asks Permission to 
Settle in England 

Madame Lenin, widow of the great 
Bolshevik leader, has h^jl enough of 
the land of Soviets and has applied for 
permission to settle in England, ac¬ 
cording to a dispatch to the London 
Times. The Russian authorities are 
doing their utmost to restrain the lady, 
who is known there as Comrade 
Krupskaya, from carrying out her in¬ 
tentions. Not, to be sure, that they 
are so enormously fond of her, as she 
has been a merciless critic, but be¬ 
cause they fear that she will'devote 
her time in England to the writing of 
an expose of the Red movement that 
would be like a smashing thunderclap 
in the Bolshevist camp. It is plain, 
however, that Madame. Lenin is dis- 
illusipned as mucli.as Emma Goldman 
and Alexander Berkman., Her desire 
to break away from Russia at this time 
would again show the ironical conflict 
between the dreams of the ideologist 
and the hard facts of reality. If 
Madame Lenin succeeds in getting out 


a like character, and to whom the importing countries must therefore remit 
gold in order to balance accounts, can hardly help but prosper and grow 
wealthy.

There s another class of imports which operates in the same advantage¬ 
ous way, and one in regard to which Nature has equipped Canada to reap 
great benefits it the Canadian people make full use of their opportunities. We 
refer to tourist traffic.
